G.S.R 124(E) _The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs 

and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, which the Central Government propose to make, after 
consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sections 12, 18 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), 
Is hereby published, as required by the said sections, for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft 
rules wlS be taken into consideration after expiry of 90 days from the date on 
which the copies of the Official Gazette containing this notification are made 
available to the public, 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified will be 
taken into consideration by the Central Government, 

DRAFT RULES 

1 These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945.

"02C Application for licence to sell drugs bv wholesale or to distribute

Provided that If the applicant applies for the renewal of a licence after 
Its expiry but within six months of such expiry, the fee payable 
for renewal of such licence shall be rupees twenty plus an additional 
fee at the rate of rupees twenty per month or part thereof. 

02D Forms of licences to sell bv wholesale or to distribute drugs from a 
motor vehicle'—A licence shall be issued for sale by wholesale or 
for distribution from a motor vehicle of drugs other than those 
specified In Schedule C and Schedule C (1), in Form 20BB and of 
drugs specified In Schedule C and Schedule C(l) in Form 21BB. 

Provided that such a licence shall not be required in a case where a public 
carrier or a hired vehicle is used for transportation or distribution 
of drugs";
